The  Meeting  of  the 
Illinois  State  Academy  of  Science 


Distinguished  men  and  women  of  science  gathered  in  Rockford  the  last  days 
of  April,  the  guests  of  Rockford  College,  for  the  fifteenth  annual  meeting  of  the 
State  Academy  of  Science.  With  them  came  also  members  of  the  Beloit  Science 
Club  and  other  scientists  from  Wisconsin  to  whom  the  invitation  was  extended. 
Business  and  professional  men,  teachers  and  civic  organizations  joined  in  their 
entertainment.  The  visit  of  this  organization  is  an  honor  to  both  Rockford 
and  our  college. 

Dr.  C.  K.  Knipp,  of  the  University  of  Rlinois,  president  of  the  Academy, 
visited  us  in  the  fall,  and  found  college  and  townspeople  ready  to  co-operate  in 
making  this  the  best  as  well  as  the  largest  annual  meeting  which  scientists  have 
ever  held. 

The  opening  session,  two  general  sessions,  and  the  sectional  meetings,  of 
which  there  were  six,  were  held  in  the  Chapel  and  Adams  Hall.  The  evening 
meeting  of  April  27  was  held  in  the  High  School  auditorium  and  was  complimentary 
to  the  general  public.  It  was  preceded  by  a  dinner  given  to  the  visiting  members. 
The  annual  academy  banquet  was  held  the  next  evening  in  the  College  dining 
room.  Following  this  there  was  an  illustrated  lecture  on  Cosmogony  by  Prof. 
W.  D.  Macmillan,  of  the  University  of  Chicago. 

Other  notable  features  of  the  program  were  a  symposium  on  the  Atom,  and 
an  address  on  the  Physiographic  and  Glacial  History  of  the  Rockford  Area,  the 
latter  by  Professor  M.  M.  Leighton,  of  the  State  Geological  Survey.  President 
Maddox  and  several  members  of  our  faculty  presented  papers  on  their  own  lines 
of  research.  Several  of  the  science  classes  attended  some  of  the  sessions;  all 
members  of  the  college  body  assisted  in  entertaining  the  visitors. 

On  Saturday  morning  the  State  Mathematical  Society  held  its  program, 
while  most  of  the  other  people  took  advantage  of  the  field  trips  which  concluded 
the  general  program.  Many  of  the  biologists  spent  the  day  at  Apple  River  Canyon. 
The  geologists  were  given  a  trip  by  automobile  clown  the  Rock  River  valley  as 
far  as  Byron.

The  Student  Self-government  Association  was  organized  in  1901.  In  1921 
the  Association,  upon  a  vote  of  the  student  body,  adopted  a  complete  honor  sys- 
tem which  has  stood  the  test,  and  has  the  support  of  all  the  students  of  the  college. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  President  of  the  college  and  the  Dean  of  Women, 
this  association  controls  all  matters  of  government.  Every  student  upon  enter- 
ing the  college  becomes  a  member  of  the  student  organization  and  is  in  honor  bound 
to  co-operate  in  securing  efficient  administration  of  student  affairs  and  in  maintain- 
ing the  high  ideals  of  the  college,  both  within  the  classroom  and  in  her  social  life. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  are:  a  student  president  who  is  head  of  the  student 
council,  presidents  of  each  house,  and  members  of  house  committee  and  of  social 
committee  from  each  class.  These  people  comprise  the  student  council  which 
brings  up  new  rules  and  judges  any  offences  against  the  honor  system. 

The  Self-government  Association  brings  to  the  students  the  direct  responsi- 
bility for  maintaining  an  effective  and  fair  system  of  regulations  and  develops  in 
them  the  ability  to  judge  squarely  any  infringement  of  these  regulations. 

In  1921  the  local  Association  became  a  member  of  the  National  Organization 
of  Woman's  Self-government  Associations  of  America.  Rockford  College  sends 
delegates  to  the  Annual  Conventions  of  this  National  Society.  Problems  are 
brought  to  the  round  table  discussions  of  the  Conventions  where  the  delegates 
receive  valuable  advice  and  information  about  the  activities  of  other  colleges  and 
keep  in  touch  with  what  other  Associations  are  doing.

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Memoirs  of  Other  Days 


A  most  interesting  documenl  was  recently  found  in  an  old  trunk  in  a  deserted 
attic.  This  was  a  diary  mitten  by  a  young  society  matron  during  the  administra- 
tion of  George  Washington.  Ber  description  of  a  certain  White  House  party  tells 
ot  a  most  unusual  party  once  given  there.  'This  story  seems  an  accurate  vision  of 
our  Washington  Party.  Though  there  is  no  name  in  the  diary  and  no  word  by 
which  the  exact  word  can  he  determined,  the  account  is  given  as  found.

A  most  unusual  day.  The  White  House  was  opened  to  a  goodly  company  of 
guests  this  night,  as  is  usual  on  the  President's  birthday.  But  we  were  all  astound- 
ed by  the  unique  entertainment  furnished.

Between  courses  a  group  of  (irecian  girls  gave  some  of  their  country's  dances. 
They  wore  their  national  costume,  which  seems  most  unusual  to  us,  hut  which  is 
admirably  suited  to  their  dancing.  They  interpreted  the  music  as  it  appealed 
to  their  feelings  and  their  emotions  through  their  hodies.  An  exquisite  French 
mademoiselle  gave  a  lovely  dance  native  to  her  country.  Her  national  costume 
is  much  similar  to  ours,  hut  much  more  striking  and  sumptuous.  When  we  had 
moved  to  the  gay  hall  room,  which  was  decorated  with  streamers  of  our  country's 
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colors,  the  dancers  entered  us  again.  The  French  lady  gave  another  charming 
dance,  and  the  .Grecian  girls  interpreted  some  of  our  own  beloved  nursery  rhymes 
in  a  most  interesting  way.  When  some  of  their  own  "sketches"  with  such  a  wide 
variety  of  moods  had  been  given  the  entertainment  was  over. 

Then  we  all  joined  in  the  dance.  The.  Virginia  Reel  afforded  much  entertain- 
ment and  amusement  as  usual.  But  most  of  the  evening  was  devoted  to  learning 
a  new  type  of  dancing  which  is  creeping  into  this  country  in  a  most  mysterious 
manner.  I  cannot  attempt  to  explain  it,  except  that  the  dance  is  divided  into 
couples  having  no  figure  to  complete  with  others.  The  lady  and  gentleman  assume 
a  position  facing  each  other,  the  gentleman  places  his  right  hand  on  the  lady's 
back,  while  she  rests  her  right  hand  in  his  left  one,  and  her  left  hand  on  his  shoulder.

With  the  adoption  of  the  new  constitution,  several  important  changes  have 
been  introduced  into  the  structure  and  workings  of  the  Athletic  Association  of 
Rockford  College.  The  membership  is  now  closed,  including  only  those  who  have 
earned  one  hundred  points  in  athletic  activity.  In  adopting  this  closed  member- 
ship policy,  we  are  in  accordance  with  the  most  perfected  athletic  associations 
of  the  country,  who  have  founded  a  means  to  increase  efficiency. 

At  the  regular  monthly  meetings  all  business  of  the  association  is  transacted 
and  awards  for  merits  are  presented.  The  Athletic  Council  is  the  executive  board 
of  the  association,  acting  as  standing  nominating  committee.  The  annual  election 
of  officers  is  held  in  March,  and  the  installation  takes  place  in  April.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  council  include  the  officers,  two  members  from  each  class,  and  the  heads 
of  sports  during  their  respective  seasons. 

The  athletic  fee  paid  by  all  students,  is  disbursed  at  the  order  of  the  associa- 
tion for  various  types  of  equipment  and  awards.  This  year  the  association  helped 
to  purchase  a  buck  and  several  new  mats,  which  have  fulfilled  a  long  standing 
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need  in  the  gymnasium.  The  association  sponsored  a  vaudeville  to  which  each 
of  the  classes  and  clubs  contributed  an  act.  The  proceeds  went  toward  sending 
a  delegate  to  the  Athletic  Conference  of  American  College  Women  at  Boulder, 
Colorado. 

Various  types  of  awards  are  made.  Team  members,  and  substitutes  who 
participate  in  final  games,  receive  sport  letters  and  athletic  points.  A  felt  "RC" 
is  awarded  for  having  four  hundred  points  and  a  posture  of  "A".  The  "R"  is 
given  for  seven  hundred  points  and  an  "A"  posture.  The  highest  and  most 
personal  award,  the  gold  "RC"  pin,  goes  to  one  who  has  not  only  one  thousand 
points  but  who  is  adjudged  to  be  an  all-round  Rockford  College  girl.  To  recog- 
nize class  achievements  in  athletics,  at  the  close  of  each  inter-class  tournament 
in  various  sports,  a  silver  loving  cup  is  presented  to  the  winning  team.  The 
winning  class  may  keep  the  trophy  permanently,  provided  it  wins  it  three  succes- 
sive years. 

These  sports  have  been  offered  according  to  season:  hockey,  swimming, 
basketball,  dancing,  horseback  riding,  tennis,  out-door  baseball,  and  Archery. 
This  spring  the  association  has  been  co-operating  with  the  departments  to  develope 
a  spring  sport  which  will  correspond  to  hockey  in  that  it  will  allow  a  large  number 
to  participate.  It  is  hoped  thai  baseball  will  eventually  share  with  tennis  the 
place  of  major  interest  in  our  spring  season.

The  hockey  season  of  1921  bore  two  marks  of  success — teamwork  on  the  field 


The  condition  of  the  field  promised  a  series  of  hard  games.  Hours  of  vigorous 
practice  and  days  of  severe  training  all  counted  in  the  finals  of  November  twenty- 
first.  The  girls  rallied  amazingly  well  despite  the  disadvantage  of  a  sodden 
field,  and  played  an  extraordinarily  fast  game.  The  Seniors  defeated  the  Sopho- 
mores. The  Juniors  defeated  the  Freshmen.  No  onlooker  in  the  final  game 
but  felt  that  the  outcome  was  dubious.  The  two  teams  seemed  evenly  matched. 
But  the  Juniors  won  on  the  narrow  score  of  3  to  1,  and  received  with  pardon- 
able pride,  both  the  silver  hockey  cup,  presented  to  Rockford  by  the  class  of 
'22,  and  the  award  for  the  best  training  record. 

Mutual  respect  and  mutual  admiration  characterized  the  hockey  banquet. 
Nowhere  is  the  growing  spirit  of  co-operation  among  women  better  demonstrated 
than  in  this  Rockford  College  ceremony.  It  is  not  the  victors  and  the  vanquished 
but  the  Hockey  players  and  the  hockey  Teams  who  dine  together  and  sing  each 
other's  praises. 

At  the  day's  end,  the  Seniors  gathered  around  the  open  fire  in  Middle  Hall, 
and  the  other  classes  closed  around  them.  The  lovely  old  songs  that  have  risen 
from  the  heart  of  Rockford  joined  all  the  singers  in  that  bond  of  a  common  fealty 
that  shall  send  Rockford  on  with  increasing  strength  toward  the  future.
